The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claim 1 
now distinguishes for reasons of record, as of the 4/9/2010 Response concerning irradiating light 
to the carbon nanotubes in the presence of metal ions so that the metal ions are respectively 
reduced and deposited on the carbon nanotubes. Wong patent 7,481,990 is made of record, as 
reciting similar subject matter to that claimed, however not having a filing date predating the 
effective 2004 filing date of the instant Application. The Record is clarified to indicate that the 
former Double Patenting rejection is obviated in view of abandonment of application 1 1/914,075 
rather than filing of a Terminal Disclaimer.
